History of the Bloody 
Battle of the Knobs 
(Manuscript 
composed 
and 
signed by C. V'. Terrell, former 
State Senator and Railroad Com­ 
missioner of Texas.

Locating the bloody and dis­ 
astrous “ Battle of the Knobs/* 
between the Indians and soldiers 
of the Republic of Texas fought

one hundred and fifty savage In­ 
dians. Three or four of the sol-j 


diers were heroes of the Battle 


of San Jacinto. Tile casualties on 
both sides were extremely heavy, j 
and but fewT battles either in a n -j 
cient or modern warfare, consid­ 
ering the numbers involved, wrere 
more disastrous. Out of eighteen 
soldiers ten were left dead on the

4 PHENOTHIAZINE FOR FARM FLOCKS

K e n t u c k y A g r i c u l t u r a l E x p e r i m e n t S t a t i o n 
All sheep in farm flocks—ewes, 
rams and lam bs—should be dosed 
late this fall or early w inter with 
phen o th iazin e and again in the 


s p r i n g after lambing time. From at 
least M ay I, through September, 
the one-to-nine phenothiazine-salt 
mixture should be accessible in a 
covered feeder th at protects it from the w eather. 
In K entucky tests during the past three years, 
involving 30,000 breeding ewes, this program (in 
connection w ith generally recognized good farm 
flock practices, such as pasture rotation), elimi­ 
nated the dosing of any lambs in more than 90 
percent of the flocks, and made possible the grow­ 
ing out of even the latest lambs to good m arket 
weights and finish. T he average increase in weight 
per lam b was nearly 12 pounds above norm al pre­ 
war average. The average annual cost for pheno­ 
thiazine v/as less th an 30 cents per ewe. 
Farm ers and ranchers in doubt as to tim e and fre­ 
quency of treatm ent best suited to their conditions

Lieutenant A. M. Miles, one of 
the ten that was killed, was from 
Richmond, Virginia. He was sec­ 
ond in command and was one of 
the heroes of San Jacinto and one 
of the first to volunteer in the 
Texas arm y against Mexico. His­ 
tory also records th a t he held in 
his possession certificates from 
the general of the arrrty and the 
ad ju ta n t general of the Republic 
I of Texas th at he was the real 
capturer of Santa Anna. 
The eight surviving heroes of 
this unfortunate battle returned 
on 
foot, 
including 
the 
three 
wounded comrades, and it took 
them ten days to reach a friendly 
tribe of Indians n e a r the three 
forks of the Trinity River near 
vhere Dallas is now located, a 
^stance of about sixty miles. But 
lien one considers the fact th a t 
they had to care for their wound­ 


ed and live on wild gam e berries 
and pecans and at the same time 
.-hun other warring Indians, they 
evidently mad. 
the distance in 
good time. 
Unquestionably, 
those 
daring 
soldiers wa re the first white men 
to ever penetrate the headwaters 
of the Trinity River, and that 
section of Texas.
